RECONSTRUCTION: On 05/07/2022 at 1221 hours, a report was generated via the Florida Abuse Hotline reference 
intake # 2022-142287-01. The report read as the following: "The step-mother has left bruises on the children before, 
and has threatened to beat them. There is a court order in place that the stepmother is not allowed to be around the 
children due to being a danger to them. It is believed she is currently at the house with the children. The stepmother 
is out on bond due to telling the children what to say. Based on the stepmother's history, it is believed the children 
are in imminent danger and that the stepmother is going to beat them for talking and putting her in jail." 


CRIME SCENE: A single-family residence located at 6715 Hone St, New Port Richey, FL 34653. 


INTERVIEW: I made contact with Donavin Davis, who advised he did not want Law Enforcement or CPI to speak 
with his kids. He was very adamant about not letting us inside his residence to check on the status of his children. 
Donavin stated autumn "has a black eye because she fell at school." Donavin was very uncooperative with Deputies 
and CPI on scene and would not talk to us about any possible abuse allegations related to his daughter Autumn. 


INVESTIGATION: On 05/07/2022 at 1553 hours, | arrived at 6715 Hone St, New Port Richey, FL 34653, in 
reference to assist CPI with a child abuse investigation. 


Upon arrival initial contact was attempted at the residence was met with negative results. After waiting at the 
residence for some time, Donavin Davis returned to the residence with his children Autumn and Sebastian. Donavin 
quickly rushed the children inside the residence. 

We made contact with Donavin and conducted the above listed interview. After speaking with his lawyer Donavin 
would only let CPI Caminero and Deputy Stahl enter his residence to check on the children and to see if Melissa was 
in the residence. See supplement for details. 


CPI Caminero advised while inside the residence she observed bruising around one of Autumn's eyes. 


At this time Melissa was not at the residence and was in Hernando County at a friends residence. Contact was not 
made, will be attempted at a later date and time. 


CPI Caminero advised she would follow up with the children to conduct interviews later this week while they are at 
school. 


At this time 1 request this case be pending active for further follow up with all the children and make contact with 
Melissa Davis. 


A wants and warrants check was completed on all involved parties and met with negative results.

I observed a bruise on 
Autumn's right arm and asked where she obtained the bruise from. Autumn advised she got pinched by the school 
swing. No further information from Autumn. 


CPI L. Williams and I conducted an interview with Sebastian Davis, who qualified using the truth or lie booklet. I 
observed a bruise on Sebastian's right leg. I asked Sebastian where he obtained the bruise from Sebastian advised he 
was playing at school and got the bruise. Nothing further from Sebastian. 

This concluded my involvement in this case.

Katterine advised she would not be able to 
meet me in person to conduct an interview due to family obligations. 


Katterine stated that she was Autumn's previous preschool teacher at Learn and Play located at 9310 SR 52, Hudson, 
FL 34669. Katterine advised around two weeks prior to 05/07/2022 Autumn was running in the playground at school 
when she tripped and hit her head on a metal car in the playground. Autumn sustained a bruise on her right eye. 
Katterine advised she documented the incident in accordance with the schools policy and generated an incident report. 
Katterine stated that she informed a white female who is an authorized caregiver that arrived to pick Autumn up from 
school of the incident. Katterine went on to state that she also had the caregiver sign the incident report, which was then 
submitted under Autumn's file with the school. 


Katterine did not remember any specific details about the white female, but she believed that the female was Autumn's 
father, Donavin Davis's girlfriend. 


Katterine advised that she longer works for Learn and Play. Katterine had no further information to provide for this 
investigation. 


Based on Katterine's statements and the statements provided by Autumn and Sebastian to Deputy A. Cloutier on 
05/17/2022, I could not establish probable cause that child abuse occurred. I request this be unfounded. 


A wants and warrants check on Katterine was met with negative results.
